Wj{, the Irish Land Commissioners beg to submit to your Excellency in pursuance of 
the 55th Section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, this Report as to our proceedings from 
the 22nd August, IS83, to tlie 22ud August, 1884. 

Seventeen Sub-Commi.ssions were in operation up to the 31st July, 1884. Proceeding* 

'Ihe number of fair rent coses disposed of by Sub-Commissions during the twelve 
months under review 38,305, by Civil Bill Courts 5,582, Total 43,887. The total 
number disposed of during the preceding twelve months was 50,487, and during the 
twelve montlis ended August 22nd, 1882, 17,483. Number disposed of from the passing 
of the Land Law Act to the 22rtd Aug^ust, 1884, 111,857. ° 

The number of appeals to the Land Commission from tlie decisions of Sub-Commissions Appeals, 
and of Civil Bill Courts disposed of during the year was 3,339. In the preceding year 
the number was 2,565, and in the first year after the passing of the Act 1,024. Total 
number of appeals disposed of up to the 22nd August, 1884, 6,928. 

Fair rents have been detemiined during the year by court valuers without litigation Reference 
in 228 coses, and by arbitration under the provisions of the 40th Section of the Act in Valuers. 

3 cases. Nine rente only had been fixed by arbitration in the preceding two years. 

Duiing the twelve months under review, 24,094 rents have been fixed by agreement Agreemeuts 
between landlord and tenant without the intervention of the Court. In the preceding “ to Fair 
twelve luonths 36,005 rente were so settled, and in the first year of the Commission, 

12,475. The total number of agreements lodged from August, 1881, up to the 22nd 
August last was 72,574. 

One hundred and eighty-nine orders by Sub-Commissions for the erection or improve- lAiboni-era’ 
ment of labourers’ cottages were made during the year. In the preceding year there Cottages, 
were 278 such orders, and in the first year of the Commission, 263. Total number 
since the passing of the Act, 730. 

One hundred and forty-six applications to have leases declared void, under the 21st Declaring 
section of the Act, have been disposed of during the yeai'. The whole number adjudicated Lmea 
■on or otherwise settled since the passing of the Act is 1,371. The number awaiting 
trial on the 22nd August was 129. 

In the Land Sales Department during the twelve months under review applications Land sales, 
■^ere received for 478 loans, amounting to X89,573 ; 390 loans, amounting to £67,282, 
were sanctioned; and 448 loans, amounting to £103,561, have been issued. 

In the preceding year the following were the corresponding numbers and sums - 
337 loans, for a total of £204,245, were applied for ; 320 loans, for a total of £147,649, 
were sanctioned; and 164, for a total of £83,606, were issued. 

In the first year of the Commission 23S loans amounting to £115,110 were applied 
Ibr ; 133, amounting to £78,200, were sanctioned ; and 81, amounting to £32,l8l, were 
issued. 

For the whole period of the Commission the following are the numbers and amounts 
1,053 loans have been applied for, amounting to £408,928 ; 843 have been sanctioned, 
amounting to £293,131 ; and 693 have been issued, amounting to £219,348. 
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It will be observed that the number of loans applied for during the year ended 22nd 
Auo-ust, 1S84, has Iseen larger than in either of the first two yeai-s of the Commission, 
but^their aggregate amount was less than in either of those years. 

Two estates have been bought under the provisions of the 26th section, viz. : — (1) The 
Dalway Estate (part of) in the Co. Antrim, with a rental of .£731, paid by thirty-three 
tenante, for £13,975 ; (2) the Costello Estate, Co. Mayo, with a rental of £2,158, paid 
by 284 tenants, for £25,087 10s. 

The expectation of changes in the law, involving the granting of loans upon easier 
terms of interest and repayment, has put a stop, for the present, to some negotiations 
already commenced where owners were ready to soil and tenants to buy. 

In addition to this cause which has temporarily postponed many transactions, it is to 
be remarked tliat very few estates are now offered for sale. The depression in the 
land niarkot, which is not confined to Ireland, prevents owners who are not absolutely 
constrained to soil their lands from attempting to do so at a time when prices are 
abnormally low. Many estates which are ready for sale have been kept back at conr 
siderable loss and expense iu hopes of a return of better prices. 

Estates which are on sale to pay mortgages and other debts cannot, as a rule, be 
ofi'ered to the tenants. If they must be completely disposed of, they cannot usually be 
purchased by the occupiers, owing to the inability of most farmers to provide the 
necessary one-fourth of the price of their holdings. Owners are not inclined to sell 
single holdings even at high prices, as it is not worth while to incur the expense of the 
investigation of title except for the sale of the entire estate, or of a large portion thereof. 
Again, parts of an estate cannot in many instances be sold owing to the existence of 
charges which override the whole. 

With the object of diminishing the expenses of sales as much as possible we approved 
of a form of deed which combines the provisions of a conveyance and a mortgage, and 
which obviates the necessity of two deeds and two registrations, as formerly required. 

We have carefully considered the provisions of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Bill, 
by which it was proposed to facilitate the transfer of land. 

The law as to sales and the granting and repayment of loans is at present scattered 
through several different Acts of Parliament; file respective powers of the Land Com- 
mission, and of vendore and purchasers are not clearly and easily ascertainable ; the 
conditions on, which loans may be granted are not the same in all cases. 

It is most desirable that any changes made should be in the direction of simplicity 
and uniformity. We suggest that legislation on this subject should include the repeal 
of existing provisions and should set forth as clearly and shortly as possible the powers 
of the Land Commission, and the rights and liabilities of vendors and of purchasers 
who obtain loans. 

The experience of sales already effected enables us to make the following remarks on 
the seemity offered by tenants for the advance of a larger proportion than three-fourths 
the price of tlieir holdings. 

Whoro there is a marketable tenautright interest, the full value of a holding, inclu- 
ding the combined interests of owner and occupier, is frequently quite sufficient to 
provide security for the entire price, but no general rule can be laid down. Tlie security 
depends largely on tire mode in which the occupier has dealt with the holding in the 
way of its permanent amelioration as well as on the price given for the fee Instances 
of deterioration and of holdings let at rents equal to the full annual value, are not un- 
common, {ind in these last there is no tenant-right interest. We have made loans on 
townlands where, tested by recent instances of sales, the value of the tenant’s interest 
was greater than the price paid for the fee. In other cases the prices paid for the fee 
wm’o such that there would have been no margin of security whatever if the entire 
price had been lent. While, therefore, there arc number's of cases in which the whole 
price would be fully and satisfactorily secured by the value of the holding, it would not 
bo sale to assume that this woidd be so always. In making a loan of public money, 
j'epayable during so long a term as thirty-five or forty years, the durability of the 
present value of the holding, its liability to deterioration, tfie circumstances and prospects 
of the district, and the probability of increasing or diminishing local taxation should, as 
far as possible, be c(;nsidered in approving of the security. 

Frequent reference has been made in Parliament and elsewhere to the Costello 
estate jrurchnsed by the Commission in the month of May, for the sum of £25,087. 

The action of the Land Commission in connexion with the purchase of this estate' and 
the part taken by Mr. M. O’Brien, who conducts the business of the purchase department 
.of the Commission, have been the subject of observation, and very inaccurate statements 
have been made, calculated to mislead Parliament and "tire pubHc as to the course taken 
by the liOud Commission. 
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The representations so made amount in substance to tliis — that -when the tenants of Sale of tbe 
tlie estate were willinp,- to "ive .sixteen, or even nineteen yeans’ purdiase for their hold- C«steIlo 
ings, the action of tlie Coimnissioners prevented their agreement in this respect from 
being canned out, and the estate was afterwards sold at a sacrifice by the landlord to 
the Commissioners. 

The Estate in question is in the couiity of Mayo. It consists for the most part of 
very small holdings, and tlio normal rental was .£2,158 a year; an absolute order 
for sale of the Estate had ]>eeii made in the Land Judges’ Court. 

The statements to which wc'havo referred would not, we are sure, have been made if 
the ti-ue facts had been known. The tenants not only did not offer or agree to give 
nineteen years’ or sixteen years’ purchase of their holdings, but no specific offer or 
agreeiuent was made by any individual tenant. 

A verbal agreement had been entered into for the sale of the lands to the tenants 
at a bulk sum of £30,000, afterwards by a written agreement increased to £30,400, 
amounting nominally to fbiu-teen years’ purchase, but by reason of the landlord 
consenting to accept a year’s rent in lieu of all aiTears, and taking upon himself the 
entire cost of the sale, tlio price was praotically reduced to twelve and a half years’ 
purchase. 

But the Commi-ssioners have no power to make an advimce to tenants, as a body, to 
enable them to purchaso their holdings from the landlord. Tlie-y can eitlier make an 
advance to eacli individual tenant to enable him to purchase his holding, or they may 
purchase the entire estate tliemsolves and resell it to the tenants. 

Tills was pointed out to the landlord’s agent, and it was required that the purchase- 
money should bo properly distributed amongst the several tenants. A schedule was 
made out by the landlord’s ag'ent, allocating to each tenant the amount of the purchase- 
money he was to pay for liis holding, but the Commissioners had then the duty 
imposed upon them of ascertaining whether in each case the holding constituted a 
sufficient security for the advance of UireG-fourths of the purchase-money. 

In some of the large holdings tlie security, in their opinion, was quite sufficient, but 
as regai'ds the grea.tei’ iiumher of the small holdings it was otherwise. They could 
not come to the conclusion that there was sufficient security to warrant the advance of 
three-fourtlie of the purchase-money asked for. 

What the size and natui*e of some of tlie small holdings arc will be seen by the map 
set out in the Appendix. 

As it was not proposed, nor could such a proposal have been acceded to, that the 
advances should be made to the larger tenants alone, to the exclusion of tlie smaller ones, 
the only alternative which remained was that the Commissioners should themselves 
purchase the estate, under Section 26 of the Act, for the purpose of re-sale to the tenants, 
and this was carried out for the sum of £25,087, being between elevenand twelve years’ 
purchase. 

The facts will be found in greater detail in the reports of ^Ir- O’Brien, the head of 
the Land Sales Department, annexed in the Appendix. We may also refer a 
statement, wdiich has been circulated, that the rents in these cases were JuaiciaJ 
Eents, fixed by the Laud Commission. This is entirely unfounded. The tenants had 
served originating notices to have fair rents fixed, but no Judicial Rents were ever fixed, 
one of the objects of the sale being to do away with any further litigation as regards 
the amount of rent. _ _ . 

The duties of the Church Property Branch of the Commission have been earned on' ^mrcli 
satisfactorily during the past year. _ . j v u 

The amount of income receivable in 1883, according to the estimate made by the 
Commissioners of Church Temporalities in 1880, was £562,085. The amount actually 
collected in the twelve months, ended on the 31st March, 1884, the financial year, was 
£582,244. 

The arrears due wero less by about £25,000 on the 31st March, 1884, than on the 
31st March, 1883. , , i -i. • * 

In order to render the collection of tithe-rentcharge more complete than it is at 
present, and in order that there may he a full record of all liabilities for the pt^ment 
of tithe-rentcharge we have set on foot an investigation into these liabilities, the effect of 
which we anticipate will be a considerable accession to the income derived from e 
Church Estate. , _ t,- r 

The total amount borrowed by the Commissioners of Church Temporalities from le 
National Debt Commission, for the pui*pose of compensating clergy and others w ose 
interests were affected by the Irish Church Act (1869), was £9,000,000. _ , , , , 

Of this sum £4,358,216 has been paid off, leaving £4,641,784 of the original debt 
' still due.

The amount of interest paid during the year ended 21st August, 1884, in respect of 
the above liahilities was £164,110. 

Arrears of In OUT last Report we gave an account of our proceedings under the Arrears of 
Bent Act. E.ent Act up to the 27th October, 1883, the date upon which we were able, having 
regard to the advanced state of the work, to dispense with the special staff that haid 
been employed in the administration of the Act. 

Since that date a sum of £15,821 4s. Id. has been paid to landlords in respect of 
arrears of rent, extinguished in pursuance of the first sub-section of section 1 of the 
Act. There remains still unclaimed and payable if claimants establish their title, a sum 
of £7,056 14s. 6d., on account of rent extinguished in the case of 1,035 holdings. 

Under section I sub-section 5 of the Act, tenants were authorized under certain 
circumstances to lodge in court rent to the credit of their landlords. 

Since the 27th October, 1883, out of amounts so lodged a sum of £2,715 Is. 3<i. has 
been paid out of court to landlords or to persons authorized by them to receive payment, 
and a sum of £1,583 3s. 3c2., in respect of 236 holdings, remains unclaimed, and payable 
upon proof of title. 

A sum of £632 2s. 5d. was advanced to landlords under the 16th section of the Act, 
in cases in which the Poor Law valuation of the holdings did not exceed £50 a year. 
Twenty-three applications, involving a sum of £383 Is. Irf., are still pending under this 
section. 

Under the 17th section of the Act owners of land were enabled to obtain a return 
or remission of public charges that were paid or that remained due in cases in which 
arrears of rent were extinguished under the Act. In the general term Public Charges 
are included Income or Property Tax, Quit or Crown Rent, and Tithe-Rentcharge. We 
have decided that instalments payable under orders merging Tithe-Rentcharges are 
not Public Charges. 

In respect of Income Tax, 853 claims, involving a remission of £4,525 on account of 
£272,000 rent extinguished have been received and certified by us, and transmitted to 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue. Only thirty-five claims involving a remission of 
£257 have been received in respectof Quit or Crown Rents, and in these cases wc have sent 
the necessary certificate to the department that collects such charges. For the remission 
of Tithe-Rontcharge 148 claims, involving a remission of £3,604 in. respect of £80,491 
rent extinguished, have been received and dealt with. 

No limit of time has been fixed by the Act within which claims for remission of public 
charges should be made. 

Prosecutions of persons under the 7th section of the Act, for attempting to substantiate 
false claims, have been instituted in four cases, in one of which a conviction was obtained 
and a sentence of two months imprisonment was passed. In two other cases a con- 
viction was not obtained. One case is pending, the accused having been sent for trial ; 
and in two other cases inquiries are being m^e by us with reference to the circum- 
stances under which persons put forward claims th&t prima facie are such as to excite 
suspicion. 

The annexed tables set forth in detail the transactions generally described in the 
foregoing narrative.

(2.) Memorandum. 


August 14, 1884. 

Estatr of a. R. Costello. 

I beg to draw tkc attentioQ of the CommissionerB to 
tlic several questions put and statements made, in Par- 
liament and elsewhere, by Colonel King-Harman, m.p. 
for the county Dublin, with reference to the Costello 
Estate, county Mayo. 

In these I have been charged with preventing the 
tenants giving, as according to these statements they 
were willing to do, sixteen times tiieir rents in pur- 
chasing their holdings fi'om the landlord. 

These statements have been persistently repeated, 
and the Ooipmissioners have been, at the same time, 
charged witli obstructing the worldng of the purchase 
clauses, “ depreciating the value of Irish landlords’ 
estates,” and “ grinding down embarrassed landlords, so 
that they may be glad to accept any money that 
may be offered to them.” 

In consequence of these representations I beg to lay 
before tlie Commissioners a statement of the facts, and 
request them to take some opportunity of correcting 
Colonel King-Harman'a statements. 

At the urgent request of Captain Costello’s solicitor 
I went down to visit the estate in August, 1883, to 
see what could be done to promote an intended sale 
to the tenants. 

A memorandum of a proposed agreement was then 
shown to me by the Rev. Mr. O’Hara, by which 
Captain Costello agreed to take for the estate the sum 
of A30,000, equal to 13'9 yoara’ purchase of the 
rental ; but out of this amouut Captain Costello was 
to pay all the expenses of transfer to the tenants, and 
to accept a yearns rent instead of two years' rent, for 
the years 1882 and 1883, which would have been due 
in the following November. 

These two items would have amounted to at least 
£3,000 (probably to much more, as there were 284 
tenants, for each of whom a conveyance and mortgage 
would have been required, and in most cases a second 
niortgage-deed also), making the real price to be paid 
for the estate £27,000 at most, or 12*5 years' pordiase 
of the rental. No price had at this time been Axed 
on any farm, and the negotiation was tlirongbout 
carried on by the Rev. Mr. O'Hara, on behalf of tiio 
tenants, for a gross sum for the whole estate. 

By my advice Mr. O’Hara then wrote and asked 
whether the Commissioners would be likely to lend 
£22,500, being tliree-fourths the sum named in the 
raemorandTim of agreement. To this the Coinmis- 
sioners replied that “ the advance to be made on each 
holding must be considered as a separate transaction, 
but that on the basis of his statement, and fiom the 


information given by Mr. O'Brien, tliey saw no rwison 
why the amount named should not be advanced, pro- 
vided it was equitably apportioned among the several 
holdings.” 

Detailed applications were subsequently made for 
advances on several foims, amounting to ;£22,734, 
being about tliree-fourths of £30,400, a sum of £400 
having been subsequently added to tliat Arst named 
by Captain Costello. 

On examination of the estate I ascertained tliattlie 
gross amount of tlie loan required hod not been equit- 
ably distributed j the pidces Axed on some large and 
good farms being considerably less than the sums, 
three-fourths of which the Commissioneis might have 
safely advanced, while on other bad &rms the piicea 
were excessively high and more than the tenants weie 
willing to pay. The prices had been Axed at nearly 
tiie same rate for go^ and bad farms, tlie teimnts 
personally had entered into no agreement to buy at 
those or any otiier prices, and very few were aware of 
the prices at which it was proposed to sell to them. 

8o fai' os these negotiations came before the Com- 
missioners, or to my knowledge, there is no foundation 
for the statement tliat the tenants were willing to 
give sixteen years purchase, or as I have seen it stated 
in one speech nineteen years purchase for their farms. 
They never personally agreed to give any prices 
except those which they have given, according to the 
agreement between them and the LEind Commission 
and the sum named by Captain Costello in the n^otio- 
tions with the Rev. Mr. O'Hai’a by reason of the 
inclusion of the costs of transfer and arreai's of rent 
was really only equal to twelve and a half years 
purchase. 

The difference between the amount Captain Costello 
received and that which he originally offered to sell 
for is ciueAy due to the /act tiiat when he and his 
advisers came to settle the detailed prices they put on 
the smaller and poorer farms prices beyond their 
value, and on the laiger and better farms prices below 
their value ; the prices in the former case were neces- 
sarily reduced, while the prices of the latter class 
could not be sensibly increased without perilling the 
whole transaction. 

It should be remarked that no complaint or remon- 
strance was ever made to the Commissioners by 
Captain Costello or byanypetson acting on his behalf 
as to my action or report on this estate, and Colonel 
King-Harman’s Agures and statements are so incor- 
rect that they cun scarcely have been obtained from 
any reliable persons acquainted with the real facts of 
the case.

(3.) Report on Application for Loans to Tenants on the Estate of A. R. Costello. 


Application is mode to the Land Commission to 
advance £22,734 to 284 toaants in Mayo under the 
following drcumstftuces ; — 

In October last the owner agreed with Rev. D. 
O’Hara, P.P. of Ballag^aderreen, acting on behalf of 
the tenants, to sell the estate for £30,400 ; the owner 
to ])ay uU costs connected with the sale, and to accept 
a year’s rent in discharge of all rent due to the estate. 
(See agreement herewith.) 

The estate comprises seventeen towulancls in the 
neighbourhood of Ballaghaderreen, with an area of 
8,553 acres, from which the owner’s demesne, contain- 
lug 330 acres, not included in the sale, is to be 
d^ucted. 

Outside the tenants’ enclosed land there are about 
3,000 acres of hog and moor, on wliich the tenants 
cut turf, ami, where pc^ible, pasture cattle. 

A considerable part of tlie holdings h.as been re- 
claimed from the bog, and this process of reclamation 


is still going on. 

With the exception of a few farms near the town, 
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the holdings are of small extent, poor quality, and 
badly cultivated. 

The whole estate is capable of very great improve- 
ment, and of better cultivation. 

Excluding four farms, of which the rent is over 
£60 a year, and exclusive of the unenclosed bog, the 
average size of the holdings is seventeen acres ; the 
average rent is £6 ITs . ; the average rateable value is 
£4 17s. 

The oenants are of a poor class ; many of them go 
to England each year for harvest or other work. 

Theu* houses are bad and insufBcient, there being 
very few farms on which the cattle are not kept in the 
dwelling-houses. 

Most of the tenants have some stock, but there arc 
some who have no stock, or none of their own on their 
forms. 

The poor rates in the distiict are low j this yeai' 
the rates are 8ci and 1 Oct in the pound. 

If the Commissioners consent to make advances for
